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Introduction 


For  some  years  the  Department  for  Work  with  Foreign-Born  Women, 
National  Board,  Young  '.'/omens  Christian  Association,  has  furnished  its  work¬ 
ers  with  bibliographies  on  racial  backgrounds.  The  present  venture  is  an 
effort  to  formulate  an  outline  of  bibliographical  material  that  will  more 
nearly  serve  the  general  program  interests  of  the  Association  as  a  whole. 
Committee  women.  Students,  C-irl  Reserves,  industrial  clubs,  secretaries 
•in  all  departments,  are  interested  in  World  Fellowship.  This  handbook 
points  out  to  them  a  path  of  understanding  to  thirty  three  of  the  nation¬ 
ality  groups  actually  experiencing  World  Fellowship  in  fiftJy  Internation¬ 
al  Institutes  of  local  Associations. 

It  is  unfair  to  any  group  to  judge  it  upon  the  statements  of  a. sin¬ 
gle  writer.  The  Handbook  suggests  comparative  reading  possibilities.  Llany 
points  of  view  are  presented.

Some  Program  Hints 

I.  The  individual  Reading  Course.  -  Read  topically,  Hany  travel  books 
refer  to  food  on  one  page  and  history  on  the  next.  In  order  to  really  ac¬ 
quire  facts  the  reader  mus  classify  this  scattered  information.  Study  the 
classification,  of  this  outline  and  fit  new  information  into  the  plan. 

If  you  find  a  favorite  topic  after  a  preliminary  general  study,  in¬ 
dulge  yourself.  A  hobby  that  leads  to  intelligent  internationalism  is  worth 
riding. 

II.  The  Group  Course.  -  Groups  may  approach  such  study  in  several  ways. 

They  may  plan  formal  programs  of  papers  upon  various  topics  or  var¬ 
ious  references  on  one  topic. 

They  may  plan  programs  of  reports  and  discussions  upon  a  national¬ 
ity,  with  a  leader-  and  with  members  reading  assigned  references  in  advance 
of  the  meeting*  In  such  a  meeting  it  is  well  for  the  leader  or  a  committee 
to  summarize  in  concluding  the  program.
